Harold Foster and Harry Zietz To Pay Death Penalty On 
Date Yet To Be Selected — Neither Flinch At 
Pronouncement of The Verdict 


D O Y L E ST O W N , Sept. 8 — The Philadelphia quartet 
of "Christmas W eek killers’ composed ol four young men | 
who held up the I'easterviile iavern on the night ol De­ 
cember 23, 1947, and shot an innocent bystander as they 
fled to another inn to rob, have just about 
reached the 
end of the rope.” 
Yesterday afternoon, in the Bucks county court, 
President Judge Hiram 11. Keller, with Judge Fred \X . 
Davis, of Stroudsburg, associated with him on the bench, 
refused a new trial to two of the kille rs and directed that 
they be brought before the court lor sentence. 
With more than 200 spectators and court officials 
and attendants standing, Judge Keller then read the pen­ 
alty of death, first to I larold 1 oster, 24, and then to 1 larry 
.Zietz, 19, directing that they die in the electric chair at 
the W estern State Penitentiary at Bellefonte, at a date to 
be selected later, after their removal to the death house 
at Bellefonte. 
Neither Foster nor /.ietz flinched one iota as the 
grim sentence was pronounced in a clear and unrnistak- j 
able voice by the President Judge. Foster smiled as lie' 
walked aw ay in the custody of a State trooper. Zietz re­ 
marked, as he was being taken to the Bucks County 
“ 1 d o n ’t like that too m uch.”

EDDINGTON, Sept. 8— An explosion which occur­ 
red as 2,700 gallons of gasoline were being transferred 
from a tank truck oh the Atlantic Refining Co. into a bulk 
tank at the property of William FL States, Hulmeville 
road, near Park avenue, this morning, touched off a roar­ 
ing inferno that quickly enveloped the shop and garage, 
and resulted in hundreds of thousands of dollars in lews. 
Five men, including Mr. States, who operates a truck 
service, made their escape from the garage and shop, and 
were abir to save a few trucks, but others were quickly 
made prey by the flames. 
Mrs. States and her three-year-old daughter. Jill, were 
hurriedly rushed from their home, IOO (ret I rom the blast, 
so that they might be out of danger. I leat of the flames 
could be felt at the far side of Hulmeville road, several hun­ 
dred feet from the conflagration. 
An early and hasty inventory, while the flames were 
still shooting skyward, and heavy, black billows of smoke 
resulting shows the following among the losses: Shop 
and garage, valued at $H,000; trucks and automobiles 
valued at $150,000; $8,000 worth of tires; $10,000 worth 
of dried eggs; $1,000 worth of potatoes; $1,000 joss in 
pin-ball machines and juke boxes; $5tH) in children s elec­ 
tric trains; $100 worth of phonograph records; $800 in 
cash and $200 in checks (lmnk deposit in one of the cars); 
suitcase filled with clothing; $5,000 worth of office rec­ 
ords, and bills of lading; all office equipment; storm sash 
for house and garage; lawn furniture and mower; plus 
tens of thousands of dollars worth of idditional equip- 
ment. 
The blast occurred at nine o’clock, and an hour later 
flames were still roaring. 
A fair-sized crowd which gathered at the site was in­ 
structed to keep a safe distance from the buildings, firemen 
fearing additional explosions as tongues of flames kept 
licking farther and farther, enveloping one motorized ve­ 
hicle or trailer after another. At about 9.45 the fire-hght- 
ers were able to attach a heavy chain to the front of the 
still-blazing Atlantic tank truck and tow it away from the
